Council heads 
for clash over 
all girls’ school

THE team behind a proposed 
750-capacity girls’ free school 
opposed by the council says it has 
already had ‘massive interest’ in 
the project. 

Ali Mohyuddin, from Saint 
Anne’s High School for Girls, said 
the people behind the school were 
local residents doing it for ‘the 
children and to improve the com¬ 
munity’. 

Earlier this month the 
Department for Education (DfE) 
told Luton Borough Council that 
Saint Anne’s was at the ‘pre-open¬ 
ing stage’, the part of the process 
between the approval of the appli¬ 
cation and the school’s opening in 
September 2017. 

It follows the failure of another 
all girls free school which should 


have opened this month. Council 
officers have expressed concern 
about the latest project. 

They said the town needs a new 
mixed-sex school as there are 
more places for girls than boys. 

The National Union of Teachers 
has also called for the Government 
to fund the expansion of existing 
primary and secondary schools 
instead of opening another free 
school in Luton. 

In response, Mr Mohyuddin said 
Saint Anne’s school would focus 
on science, technology, engineer¬ 
ing and mathematics subjects to 
help improve the representation of 
women in those fields. 

He said: “We would not have 
been given the permission from 
the DfE if there was not a need for 
the school. Challney Girls’ High 
School is oversubscribed and 
there’s a need for the school that 


the DfE has seen and commented 
on. When we went out and did our 
market research and spoke to peo¬ 
ple, they said they wanted a girls’ 
school.” 

Councillors will discuss the mat¬ 
ter at a meeting tomorrow where 
they will also consider a 230-sig- 
nature petition calling for the cre¬ 
ation of a new girls’ school. The 
lead petitioner said it would lead 
to a ‘loss of gender stereotypes’ 
and ‘a more relaxed environment, 
which is created in part due to 
girls and boys not having to worry 
about impressing the opposite 
gender’. 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“There are currently 1,228 more 
boys than girls in the Luton school 
system, and there are already 225 
more girls only school places in 
Luton, in comparison to boys only 
school places.” 


Woman’s death prompts call to re-design road 


RESIDENTS have called for a 
review into a crossing where a 
woman died after colliding with a 
lorry earlier this week. 

Mary Rose Brennan, 61, also 
known as Rose, from Suffolk Road, 
Dunstable, died on Monday fol¬ 


lowing the incident in High Street 
South in the town at 11.20am. 

Residents left tributes online 
expressing their sympathy to her 
family but they also said the area 
was ‘dangerous’ and ‘unsafe’. 

Cliff Thompson said he had seen 


some ‘near misses’ caused by the 
traffic lights being too close to the 
four-way junction. He said: “I have 
seen a few near misses and some¬ 
times you have to stand on your 
brakes if you’re driving through.”

Process of appointing 
new chief questioned

A DAMNING report into the 
appointment process of the new 
Bedfordshire Chief Constable 
has been tabled to the Police 
and Crime Panel. 

Written by its independent 
member, Carolyn Dhanraj, it 
lists a string of mistakes and fail¬ 
ings. 

There were only two candi¬ 
dates for the post, one internal, 
Jon Boutcher, the other a former 
member of the Metropolitan 
Police, Simon O’Brien. 

Part of Ms Dhanraj’s role was to 
ensure the selection process was 
conducted fairly and properly. 

In her report she stated that she 
was emailed by the office of the 
Police and Crime Commissioner 
to agree suitable dates for short¬ 
listing, and was advised that one 
officer Ms Hogan would be con¬ 
tacting her. 

This never happened, which 
led to confusion about dates. 

The College of Policing, which 
had an advisory role, were under 
the impression that what turned 
out to be the shortlisting meet¬ 
ing was actually a training ses¬ 
sion. 

Further problems occurred 
during the selection meeting. 

There were only three on the

selection panel, when it is 
advised to have five and a tight 
timescale to complete the pro¬ 
cess of advertising the post 
meant that ‘thoroughness of the 
process was lacking’. 

Those on the shortlisting 
meeting were sent application 
forms in error and, to compound 
the mistake, these were not sent 
by registered post. 

Before the actual selection 


meeting the two candidates 
underwent a mock TV interview, 
which was recorded so the inter¬ 
viewing panel could see it on the 
day. But the media interview was 
not able to be played due to a 
‘technical problem’. 

Police and crime commission¬ 
er Oily Martins said: “There were 
some minor administrative 
errors in the early stages of the 
recruitment process none of 
which impacted on the outcome. 

“The police and crime panel 
gave its unanimous support to 
the appointment, saying his rep¬ 
utation is ‘second to none’, and 
in my view Bedfordshire is fortu¬ 
nate to have secured a superb 
chief constable.” 

Ms Dhanraj was happy that the 
panel was, however, fair, trans¬ 
parent and merit based and that 
the right candidate was selected 
and on Wednesday this week Jon 
Boutcher was officially con¬ 
firmed in the role. 

Following the appointment, 
chief constable Jon Boutcher 
said: “It’s a privilege to serve the 
people of Bedfordshire. We know 
there are challenging times 
ahead but the commitment and 
professionalism that are so char¬ 
acteristic of this force mean that 
I am nonetheless really relishing 
the prospect of leading the 
organisation.” 


Police station front desks to close next year 


BEDFORDSHIRE Police is plan¬ 
ning to close the front offices at 
five of its police stations from 
January next year - including 
one that only opened to the pub¬ 
lic last month. 

The proposal, which hopes to 
save the force £250,000, would 
see the closure of enquiry offices 
in Houghton Regis, Biggleswade, 
Dunstable (pictured), Leighton 
Buzzard and Flitwick. 

The offices at Luton and 
Greyfriars will remain open. 

The station in Flitwick only 


opened in August to replace the 
old site in Ampthill which was 
said to be in response to con¬ 
cerns that the station in Ampthill 
was difficult to reach because it 
is based on the outskirts of the 
town. At the time police and 
crime commissioner Oily 
Martins said ‘the move to a more 
central base in Flitwick will help 
police better connect with the 
communities we serve’. 

According to the force it will 
still be possible to be seen at 
these stations by appointment.

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Hospital’s digital age upsets coroner 


A SENIOR coroner has revealed 
Luton and Dunstable Hospital's 
changeover to a modern elec¬ 
tronic record system is causing 
old fashioned delays. 

At an inquest on Wednesday, 
Tom Osborne, senior coroner at 
Ampthill Coroner's Court, said 
he was unable to access any of 
the encrypted files the hospital 
emailed to him. 

Mr Osborne said: “It took us 18 
months to get microphones. 

“The IT staff nearly had a sei¬ 
zure when they saw what they 
would have to do to be able to 
run your files.'' 

He pointed out the files didn't 


need to be password protected 
as data protection does not 
apply to dead patients. 

He also raised concerns about 
the impact of the hospital's new 
system upon residents: “A lot of 
the people who go through 
Luton Hospital are vulnerable 
and don't have the access to 
computers we assume they do.'' 

A spokeswoman from Luton 
and Dunstable Hospital said 
patients are still able to request 
paper copies of their records. 
She added the hospital is yet to 
receive a patient request for a 
hard copy of their records since 
the changeover one year ago. 


Oreo takes 
the biscuit in 
tree rescue

He is now back 
safely with his relieved own¬ 
ers.”

CONCERNS over a playing 
field shut to the public have 
been backed up by a council 
motion calling on it to be re¬ 
opened. 

Liberal Democrat leader 
councillor David Franks said 
residents are concerned 
Barnfield College in New 
Bedford Road has stopped 
maintaining its fields and 
closed access as a pretext for a 
building programme. 

In 2012 the college was 
forced to withdraw plans to 


build houses and a care home 
after members from the 
Barnfield Development 
Action Group campaigned 
against the plan. 

The motion, backed by 
Luton Borough Council, said 
the authority had a legal right 
to rent the fields out. It also 
said they were not being kept 
in an ‘acceptable condition’. 

Cllr Franks said: “It is obvi¬ 
ous the college has stopped 
maintaining the playing 
fields and this naturally leads 
to suspicions that manage¬ 
ment is preparing to argue 
that since the pitches are not 


used they might as well be 
allowed to build on them. The 
playing fields have been used 
and enjoyed by generations of 
local people and are hugely 
valued, we must keep up the 
pressure to save them.” 

Barnfield said it was ‘com¬ 
mitted’ to finding an ‘amica¬ 
ble agreement’ to the issue. 

A spokeswoman added: “We 
have a new board, new chair 
man and new principal and 
we are all committed to work¬ 
ing with the local community 
and businesses to provide 
outstanding programmes of 
study.” 


Town comes together to create refugee plan

organisations will 
be called by the 
council in the next 
fortnight to decide 
how best to help 
Syrian refugees. 

Councillor Hazel 
Simmons, leader of 
Luton Borough 
Council, said the

people aged 16 and 
over. Prime Minister 
David Cameron said 
the UK would take 
in up to 20,000 
Syrian refugees over 
the next five years. 

Cllr Simmons 
acknowledged the 
town had a housing 
and school places 


shortage but added 
that ‘Luton is a car¬ 
ing and compassion¬ 
ate town which will 
do whatever it can to 
support people in 
need’. 

She said: “We have, 
as ever, been moved 
by all of the individ¬ 
ual acts of kindness 
and offers from 
Luton’s residents, 


businesses and com¬ 
munity organisa¬ 
tions over the past 
week. We are there¬ 
fore arranging a 
meeting of commu¬ 
nity leaders over the 
next two weeks to 
look at other ways 
Luton can and will 
support people 
affected by this 
awful crisis.”

Council slams Leon 
Briggs inquiry delay

COUNCILLORS have unanimously agreed to 
pass a vote of no confidence in a police 
watchdog yet to finish its investigation into a 
death in custody. 

Father-of-two Leon Briggs died at Luton 
Police station in November 2013 but the 
Independent Police Complaints Commission 
(IPCC) is yet to complete its inquiry into the 
case almost 22-months on. 

Cllr Jacqui Burnett, who brought the motion 
at a meeting on Tuesday, said the delay had 
left the family with ‘no answers’. 

Luton South MP Gavin Shuker has also writ¬ 
ten to the Home Secretary Theresa May ask¬ 
ing her to look into the ‘unacceptable delay’ 
of the inquiry. 

The IPCC said the hold up has been caused 


by the ‘complexity of the investigation’. 

Cllr Burnett said: “There was a Luton 4 
Justice meeting in Bury Park a few weeks ago 
and there was no representative from the 
police, IPCC or Oily Martins. 

“They read out the written response from 
the IPCC and I was just sad. There have been 
two chief constables since Leon Briggs died 
and everyone is getting on with their life but 
what about Leon’s life? 

“When they had a meeting after Leon died 
the community was angry. They said they 
would fail them - and they have succeeded.” 

IPCC commissioner Mary Cunneen said: 
“We recognise the length of time being taken 
to complete our investigation has had an 
impact on Mr Briggs’ family and the officers 
involved and we are endeavouring to com¬ 
plete what will be a comprehensive report as 
soon as possible.”

Mary Rose Brennan, 61, was involved 
in a collision with the vehicle on 
Monday in the High Street.

Following Mary’s death, residents 
have asked the authorities to consider 
changing the layout of the junction 
because of ‘near misses’ they have 
witnessed in the past. 

A Highways Agency spokeswoman 
said safety was the ‘top priority’ but 
she said she could not comment fur¬ 
ther due to the police investigation.

Safety warning after 
fire threatens home

RESIDENTS have been reminded to take 
extra care when using candles after a home 
was severely damaged by a house fire report¬ 
edly caused by a candle in Luton this week. 

A man alerted the fire and rescue service to 
a fire in his home in Clarendon Road at 
19.19pm and when firefighters arrived they 
found smoke billowing out of a first floor bed¬ 
room of a mid-terraced home. 

Firefighters wearing breathing apparatus 
and using a fire hose fought to contain the 
flames and although the houses either side 
were damaged by smoke, the fire did not 


spread. The fire destroyed 50 per cent of the 
bedroom and caused 100 per cent smoke 
damage to the whole property. 

It was started accidentally and there were no 
casualties. 

Following the incident Bedfordshire Fire 
and Rescue Service have issued advice about 
using candles and other night lights safely. 

Residents are reminded to only use candles 
in well ventilated rooms to avoid the risk of 
fumes building up and to make sure you snuff 
it out fully after use, and try to avoid moving 
candles once they are lit. 

Keep candles out of the reach of children 
and pets and away from curtains or materials 
such as paper, cardboard or fabric furniture.

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Health cuts pose 
a danger to town

PROPOSED cuts to public health grants 
across the country could lead to longer-term 
spend on the NHS and poorer health for the 
town’s residents, the council has warned. 

Luton Borough Council said government 
proposals to cut £200 million nationwide 
through reducing the grants, given to coun¬ 
cils across the UK, will have a ‘detrimental 
effect on outcomes for the people of Luton’. 

The Department for Health said the cuts 
had to be made to ‘ensure the sustainability 
of our public services’. 

In a document discussed by councillors on 
Thursday, the council said the town’s Clinical 
Commissioning Group was underfunded and 
‘below target’. 

As a result, any cuts would negatively affect 


the town, which already has high levels of 
deprivation. 

It said: “Further reductions in public health 
budgets, alongside the ongoing underfunding 
for the CCG and reductions in the local 
authority budgets would add to the dispro¬ 
portionate impact on a population that 
already has organisations that are under¬ 
funded and health and wellbeing outcomes 
that are already below the national average.” 

A spokeswoman from the Department of 
Health said: “A strong society needs a strong 
economy. Difficult decisions need to be made 
right across government to reduce the deficit 
and ensure the sustainability of our public 
services. 

“That’s why we have been consulting on 
how best to deliver these savings in a way that 
minimises any impact on services. We are 
now considering the responses.” 


Shadow cabinet role for ex-Lutonian 


AN MP who was born in Luton has 
been named in the shadow cabinet by 
the Labour Party’s new leader. 

Kerry McCarthy, who attended 
Denbigh High School and Luton Sixth 
Form College, was appointed the new 
shadow environment secretary by 
Jeremy Corbyn. 

She is the MP for Bristol East but 
during her time in the town she spent 
five years as a Luton councillor and 
four years as a Luton Airport director. 


Ms McCarthy said was ‘delighted’ by 
her appointment as she had a ‘long 
standing interest’ in the environment. 

She added: “Although I have been 
vegan for many years, this will not 
affect Labour policy in relation to the 
farming industry, although I am of 
course keen to see farmers adopt the 
highest welfare standards, and keen 
to develop policies which promote a 
move away from intensive, industrial¬ 
ised farming.”

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Woman guilty of 
HIV needle threat

A JURY has found a woman guilty of threat¬ 
ening to stab a supermarket security guard 
with a syringe while telling him she was 
infected with HIV. 

Ayesha Glasford, 30, of Villa Road, Luton, 
was found guilty at Luton Crown Court of a 
charge of threatening security guard Sayful 
Islam with a bladed or pointed article. 

The incident happened outside the 
Sainsbury’s store in Dunstable Road, Luton, 
in March of this year. 

Glasford was told by Judge David Farrell QC 
she will be sentenced for the offence in 
October after reports have been prepared. 

The offence happened on the evening of 
March 16 this year after Glasford visited the 
store with a boyfriend. 

She admitted in court she had gone there to 


steal bottles of spirits she could sell to local 
shops and raise money to buy drugs. 

Security guard Mr Islam told the jury he had 
seen her on the store’s CCTV system removing 
a security tag from a bottle of Jack Daniels 
and hiding it down her leggings. 

He said as she came up to the exit doors he 
challenged her and it was then she pulled out 
a syringe from her coat pocket and pointed it 
at him telling him at the same time she was 
HIV positive. 

In court Mr Islam told the jury that Glasford 
became aggressive and then said: “I have HIV. 
I will push the syringe into you.” 

He said as she came toward him he feared 
for his safety and backed away. 

Glasford told a jury she threatened the guard 
with a biro pen from her pocket. 

She said she would never have him with the 
pen and said she had AIDS ‘simply to make 
him back off. 


Police search for stolen jewellery

REPORTS that the county's police force could 
benefit from a funding review have been wel¬ 
comed by the Bedfordshire Police Federation. 

Jim Mallen, chairman of the federation, said 
Bedfordshire Police was ‘struggling to provide 
an effective policing service’ and needed 
more money from the Home Office. 

It has been reported that the Home Secretary 
Theresa May plans to change the police fund¬ 
ing formula to give county officers more fund¬ 
ing than those working in cities. 

In May this year Bedfordshire residents 
voted against police and crime commissioner 
Oily Martins’ proposal to raise the police’s 
share of council tax by 15.85 per cent. 

Following that, in July, police minister Mike 
Penning MP announced that the government 
was running an eight-week consultation to 
determine how much money should be given 
to each of the country’s 43 forces. 

Mr Mallen said: “We welcome any move that 
would mean we are better funded. 

“While Bedfordshire has been classed as a 
rural force, this has failed to recognise the 
demands of policing Luton and Bedford and 
we have long supported calls for the 
Government to reconsider the funding for¬ 
mula it uses to allocate funds.” 

He added: “We have collaborated with 
neighbouring other forces to such an extent 
that it’s difficult to see how much more we 
could share resources without embarking on a 
full-scale merger.”

THIS week Howard Chandler continues look¬ 
ing at streets with Vauxhall connections... 


Pomeroy Grove in Bushmead is named after 
Laurence Pomeroy, who joined Vauxhall in 
1906 as an assistant draughtsman, becoming 
works manager (1910) and chief engineer 
(1912) at age 29. 

It is said that Pomeroy’s brilliance as an 
engineer resulted in Vauxhall becoming pre¬ 
eminent in its field. His skill was to use 
design innovations to dramatically increase 
the power output of engines. 

In 1907 he designed the successful 12/16hp 
car, followed by the doorless four seater 
‘Prince Henry’ and then the 30/98 in 1913. 

The war interrupted sales but a total of 600 
were built by 1926. Vauxhall made a Pomeroy 
designed V12 aircraft engine in WW1. 

The 1911 census lists him as living at ‘White 
Cottage’ in Marsh Road. He left the company 
in 1919 for the USA, returning in 1926 as 
Daimler’s chief engineer and becoming man¬ 
aging director in 1929. 

Pomery died in 1941.

As able as ever to 
lend helping hand 


LAST week, the Disability Resource Centre 
celebrated 21 years of providing vital help 
and support to people in the county with 
disabilities. CARL MUNGAZI spoke to the 
centre’s chief executive to find out the 
secret behind their longevity...

OVER the past 21 years, 
more than 100,000 people 
with disabilities have 
flocked to the Disability 
Resource Centre in 
Dunstable for help and 
advice. 

When a group of volun¬ 
teers in the late 1980s came 
together to form the centre, 
they did not envisage it 
would be offering assistance 
to families living in 
Bedfordshire and 
Northamptonshire. 

Mick Dillon, chief execu¬ 
tive for the last 15 years, 
recently welcomed The 
Duchess of Gloucester, 
Birgitte Eva and the Lord- 
Lieutenant of Bedfordshire, 
Helen Nellis, to celebrate 
their anniversary and 
achievements to date. 

Mr Dillon said: “I have 
been chief executive for 15 
years and it has grown five¬ 
fold in that time, respond¬ 
ing to different opportuni¬ 
ties in health and social 
care. 

“It’s not just about inde¬ 


pendent living but we also 
do other things, so we have 
expanded our offering. 

“Independent living is fine 
but what do you do with 
that time?” 

When the centre was set 
up, the original founders 
were ‘frustrated’ by the state 
of the services at that time. 

Mr Dillon said it started 
with a £90,000 grant but has 
now grown with a turnover 
of £2 million a year and 65 
staff. 

“The biggest change I have 
seen in my time is the 
change in social care and 
health, giving individuals 
more control and how we 
are actually embracing 


that.” 

“We have to work out what 
local disabled people need. 

“The biggest success is try¬ 
ing to respond to people’s 
needs and that is across a 
hundred different condi¬ 
tions and covering a hun¬ 
dred topics. 

“Every year 6,000 people 
access our services and we 
have a lot of families 
because it impacts on the 
family as well. 

“We still have the original 
core services, which is the 
information services and 
equipment services for peo¬ 
ple who want the loan of 
equipment for a short peri¬ 
od of time, for example.

He has been wheelchair 
bound for the last seven 
years as he suffers from a 


rare degenerative disease. 

Commenting on how the 
organisation intends to stay 
relevant over the next 21 
years, Mr Dillon said: “You 
have to plan ahead and we 
have strategic ideas. You 
have to diversify and it’s 
about looking at what you 
provide and how you pro¬ 
vide it. 

“It’s a matter of providing

A SPECIAL Constable 
has won a volunteering 
award, after becoming 
the UK’s first special 
constable dog handler 
following a battle with 
Cystic Fibrosis and a 
successful double lung 
transplant. 

Bedfordshire Police 
special constable John 
Power, 30, was honoured 
at the Lord Ferrers 
Awards 2015 at the 
Houses of Parliament. 

He received the Special 
Constable Overcoming 
Adversity award from 
the Home Secretary. 

John said: “I was so 
excited just to be nomi¬ 
nated at the awards, so 
winning was a complete 
surprise. 

“I’m very grateful, and 
proud to represent 
Bedfordshire Police. 

“I’ve been making the 
most of every opportu¬ 
nity since I had my lung 
transplant, and this 
award is the highlight of 
my work as a special.” 

John was diagnosed 
with CF when he was 


only a year old. His 
health had been deterio¬ 
rating gradually, and at 
the end of 2011 his spe¬ 
cialist recommended he 
should join the trans¬ 
plant waiting list before 
he became too ill to sur¬ 
vive a potential trans¬ 
plant operation. 

As a result, John took 
on a non-operational 
role with Bedfordshire’s 
Special Constabulary, 
working with two explo¬ 
sive-detection search 
handlers and their dogs 
at Luton Airport. 

In 2012, John received a 
life-changing double 
lung transplant and was 
accepted on to a training 
course in Surrey with 
Charlie, the three year 
old black Labrador. 

Chief constable Jon 
Boutcher said: “This is a 
huge achievement for 
John and we are all 
delighted for him. 

“This award speaks 
volumes of John as an 
individual and his dedi¬ 
cation and commitment 
to Bedfordshire Police, 
the communities we 
serve and the Special 
Constabulary.”

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Bailey is earnest about Wilde’s 
mischievous age old comedy 


REVIEW 

THE IMPORTANCE OF BEING 
EARNEST _ 

Milton Keynes Theatre 

THIS is a gleeful take on an 
irreverent classic, brim¬ 
ming over with Oscar 
Wilde’s signature satire. 

Lucy Bailey’s production 
of The Importance of Being 
Earnest did get off to an 
awkward start with audi¬ 
ence members in visual dis¬ 
comfort over the liberal 
approach Bailey takes with 
Wilde’s original text. 

Simon Brett’s extra mate¬ 
rial pads out the first act 
with a scene showing the 
actors bumbling around 
preparing for a dress 
rehearsal: a play within a 
play. 

Brett’s writing is cheeky 
and sets out a comical 
premise for actors who will 
never see thirty again play¬ 
ing teenage characters. 

But the scene doesn’t flow 
with Wilde’s well known 
text and Bailey should have 
trusted Nigel Havers’ and 
Martin Jarvis’ flair and 
charm to carry this mature 


version of a vintage play. It 
sits uncomfortably with 
Jarvis’ remarks (who dou¬ 
bles up as the play’s ‘direc¬ 
tor’) that he ‘only needs a 
light hand’ at the start of the 
play. 

The performance 

improves once the actors 
are allowed to step into 
Wilde’s characters. Sian 
Phillips makes a formidable 
Lady Bracknell, vindictively 
interfering in two single 
bachelors’ attempts to 
match themselves with eli¬ 
gible gentlewomen. 

She’s as intimidating as 
she is annoying, with ech¬ 
oes of the aunt who pinched 
your elbows at the dinner 
table or the teacher with 
ridiculous dress sense who 
scared the wits out of your 
entire maths class in her 
performance. 

Haver (as Algernon 
Moncrieff) and Jarvis (as 
John Worthing) make a ter¬ 
rific double act and the role 
of a capricious, lazy aristo¬ 
crat capering across the 
stage fits Haver like a glove 
and Jarvis makes an amus¬ 
ing doddery counterpart. 
And it’s no surprise they 
shine together: they played 


these roles back in 1982 
with the National Theatre. 

This performance does as 
Wilde intended: it merci¬ 
lessly pokes fun at the foun¬ 
dations of society - family, 
love and convention. 

It made me giggle from 
start to finish and made 
watching Wilde’s serious 
messages about high socie¬ 
ty through Algernon and 
Jack’s attempts to hook 
themselves a bride a trivial 
pleasure. 

A highlight of the show 
was when Lady Bracknell 
vetted Jack as a suitor for her 
daughter Gwendolen. ‘I’m 
29’, 74-year-old Jarvis 
announces with a grin. 

Gwendolen (Carmen Du 
Sautoy) gives a disappoint¬ 
ingly two dimensional per¬ 
formance. Her aloof rendi¬ 
tion of Gwen doesn’t trans¬ 
late to a relatable character. 

Bailey has crafted a rol¬ 
licking good show and has 
stayed true to Wilde’s non¬ 
sense satire. It’s a shame she 
felt the need to explain her 
decision to cast older actors 
with that dodgy intro- her 
audience is well aware old 
people can be funny too.

Confusion over 
laws relating to 
smoke alarms 


DRAFT regulations were laid ear¬ 
lier in the year to require private 
sector landlords to install at least 
one smoke alarm on every storey 
of their rental property from 
October I this year, providing lo¬ 
cal authorities with the power to 
fine landlords who fail to comply 
£5,000. 

But last week, the House of 
Lords rejected the draft legisla¬ 
tion at its final stage, on the basis 
that the proposed introduction 
is less than one month away and 
that the government has not 
done enough to inform the pri¬ 
vate rental sector of the changes. 
The Lords has also complained 
that the legislation is poorly 
worded. 

Smoke and carbon monoxide 
alarms are also subject to confu¬ 
sion over the fate of legislation 


which was supposed to have 
made their installation compulso¬ 
ry in private rented homes. How¬ 
ever, by the time the legislation 
may be approved, landlords and 
agents will be left with merely 
days to comply with the legisla¬ 
tion, risking the £5,000 fine. 

It is interesting to note that the 
law will not cover council hous¬ 
ing. It is also interesting that the 
law does not state that the alarms 
need to be regularly tested.

Kia Sorento 

Take a look inside... 


The Kia Sorento has ambition. 
What started life as an agricultural 
cheapie has been fettled and 
polished into something far more 
refined. This third generation 
model looks to have the finish 
and engineering to put the fright- 
eners on the SUV-class high fliers. 

Kia hasn’t engineered this 
Sorento by halves. The UK range 
hinges around a 197bhp 2.2-litre 
turbodiesel engine that develops 
a peak torque of 441 Nm. A 
great deal of work has gone into 
improving refinement, with a 
torsionally stiffer bodyshell, ad¬ 
ditional soundproofing, acoustic 
shields built into the engine bay, 
and a thicker dashboard. De¬ 
pending on speed, ambient noise 
within the cabin is claimed to be 
between three and six per cent 
quieter than the previous car. 

An electric assistance motor 
is attached to the steering rack 
rather than the steering column 
as in the old Sorento, helping to 
improve steering accuracy and 
offer more detailed feedback. 

The fully-independent suspension 
retains the format of the outgoing 
model (MacPherson struts at the 
front and Kia’s multi-link system 
at the rear), but features a range 
of modifications. At the rear, the 
subframe supporting the suspen¬ 
sion has larger bushings to better 


isolate it from the cabin and the 
larger shock absorbers are now 
mounted vertically behind the 
axle line, improving body control. 

The ‘p-word’ crops up in 
almost everything you read about 
the Sorento: premium. It marks 
a measure of Kia’s ambition. 

No longer does the brand feel 
it’s achieved something being 
accepted into the mainstream. 

It wants to keep on trucking and 
leave the likes of Ford, Vauxhall 
and such like behind. 

The face of the new Sorento 
incorporates long, wrap-around 
headlamps and more prominent 
fog-lamps, as well as a larger, 
more upright ‘tiger-nose’ grille, 
with a distinctive three-dimen¬ 
sional diamond pattern 

It’s better looking than before 
and a good deal more design 
input has gone into refinement, 
both aural and haptic. It’s just 
a more assured and confident 
design. What we’re still not quite 
seeing is a pronounced Kia hall¬ 
mark with this car. It still seems 
a fairly reactive move to the way 
the SUV market is developing. 

For many buyers, this is no bad 
thing. The Sorento looks a good 
deal more expensive than it is and 
even in a badge-conscious sector 
it would appear to be just too 
much of a bargain to overlook.

A 57th minute Craig Mackail-Smith penalty 
earned Luton a first home league victory of 
the season, though whether it is a turning 
point or another false dawn, only time will 
tell, but for now it is a massive monkey off 
their collective back. 

Palpable too, in amongst the shredded 
nerves and sheer relief, was the sense that 
they had managed to stop shooting them¬ 
selves in the foot - as had been the case in all 
of their previous Kenilworth Road fourth tier 
encounters - eking out a maiden clean sheet 
of the campaign. 

Now, after victory by the skin of their teeth, 
the work begins to ensure this does not 
remain another solitary shot in the dark, as 
transpired after their only previous three 
points, at Cambridge. 

This new-look Hatters can take heed from 
last season’s vintage who embarked on an 
11-game unbeaten run this time last year, to 
breathe life into a stuttering start. To that 
end, there is still much work to do as goal¬ 
keeper Mark Tyler’s nomination as man-of- 
the-match told its own story, as did the under¬ 
employment of opposite number Brian 
Jensen. 

Thankfully though, in the immediate after- 
math, that is all secondary to the only thing 
that really mattered - a Hatters victory. 

In amongst the celebrations, there were still 
reserves of energy to rail against referee 
Kevin Johnson - a late change for Rob Lewis 
on the eve of the game - as the whistle-blower 
conspired to take an unwelcome centre stage. 


El Classico-sized portions of players hitting 
the deck combined with persistent perceived 
injustices from the man in charge nullified 
the early tempo and riled the Kenilworth 
Road crowd as blind eyes were turned to off- 
the-ball misdemeanours and yellow cards 
issued when reds were in order. The frustrat- 
ingly pedantic officialdom was, at times, only 
a TMO-littered step removed from the 
momentum-sapping Rugby World Cup inter¬ 
ruptions experienced in England’s opener 
less than 24 hours earlier. But football is sup¬ 
posed to be the beautiful game. This was not. 

And when, at the end of a stop-start first 
half, Mackail-Smith dared to shatter that 
fagade with a stunning overhead kick that 


nestled in the top corner, the linesman’s flag 
was raised for offside. 

At the other end, Luton didn’t completely 
evict the resident blunders, but for once, they 
escaped punishment, such as when a Steve 
McNulty’s early gaffe put Matt Green in front 
of goal only for Tyler to produce the first of his 
rescue acts. 

Before that the hosts had started positively, 
the high point a Jonathan Smith shot saved by 
Jensen after a sweeping counter-attack in the 
eighth minute. But for all Luton’s early inten¬ 
sity - which had Cameron McGeehan and 
Paddy McCourt at its fulcrum - they were 
impressive only outside Mansfield’s penalty 
box. Indeed, the latter, restored to the start-

ing 11 for the first time in almost a month, 
occasionally cut a frustrated figure as his 
team-mates failed to read his intentions. That 
was until his defence splitting assist for the 
penalty. 

Mackail-Smith’s will have felt hard done by 
to see a second goal disallowed this term but 
he was instrumental in the decisive moment 
just before the hour mark. Even then Mr 
Johnson attempted to steal his thunder, dol¬ 
ing out a caution to Ryan Tafazolli even 
though, as last defender, he’d tripped the 
striker who was clean through on goal. It was 
far more clear-cut than the professional foul 
that earned Hatters centre back Scott 
Cuthbert a red card last week. Consistency? 


Not in League Two. While the real punish¬ 
ment was meted out by Mackail-Smith from 
the spot, for his third of the campaign, a 
reduction in Mansfield’s numbers perhaps 
would have made for a far more comfortable 
finale. 

The goalie was then on hand to snuff out a 
golden chance for Mansfield substitute Adi 
Yussuf as Adam Chapman’s route one ball 
threatened to be this week’s customary 
defensive lapse. 

Inevitably the Stags piled on the late pres¬ 
sure in the final stages, but rather than col¬ 
lapse Stephen O’Donnell produced a result¬ 
saving header on the goal-line. 

Though there were four nerve-wracking 


added minutes, Mackail-Smith ensured 
Luton saw them out by Mansfield’s corner 
flag and the relief at the final whistle was 
enormous.

Craig Mackail-Smith was relieved to score a 
Luton winner at the third time of asking as 
his penalty sunk Mansfield and earned the 
Hatters their first home League Two victory 
of the season. 

The striker had scored twice before, since 
arriving in the summer, but ended up on the 
losing side as Town failed to win in their first 
five fourth-tier outings. 

This time, a 57th minute penalty, won and 
scored by Mackail-Smith, was enough to do 
the damage as they moved up to 18th posi¬ 
tion, nine points of the top. 

He said: “It was nice to have the penalty 
and score because sometimes in those posi¬ 
tions, if you get fouled and then don’t score 
you get really disappointed.

would have left a sour taste. 

“I’ve got belief and confidence in myself 
that I’ll step up and score. Penalties for strik¬ 
ers are goals that add up at the end of the 
season.” 

As well as relief for Luton it was doubly sat¬ 
isfying for the striker after he’d had an over¬ 
head kick goal of season contender disal¬ 
lowed in the first half. 

“It’s disappointing because I felt like I was 
onside,” Mackail-Smith said, adding: “When 
I hit the shot and it went in the defender was 
behind me.” 

It was the second time the former Brighton 
ace has had a strike chalked of this term and 
he added: “Sitting on five would be fantastic. 
It’s nice to have three goals. It’s nice to be 
getting a few chances and scoring, even if 
they’re disallowed they still go in the back of 
the net, so it gives me confidence that I can 
find the net. It’s just a case of doing what I’m 
doing week in, week out and hopefully more 
chances will drop to me and I can start stick¬ 
ing more goals away.” 

Town also earned their first clean sheet of 
the campaign after conceding late goals in 
each of their previous three home games. 

Mackail-Smith said: “In the previous games 
we’ve conceded goals in the last minutes, so 
it’s a great confidence boost for everyone to 
know that we can go the full 95 minutes and 
keep a clean sheet.”
